In the Sedalia gas rate case the Missouri Public Service 


approved the readiness-toserve charge princfpfe as

"In fixing the form of rate schedule, we hare tppiwad the Ootti-' 


pany's suggestion of a service charge in lieu of the more COffuwan' 
minimum charge. We believe that it is the more equitable in #mt it 
more nearly assigns to each consumer the costs actuaHy incurred by 
that consumer. If a consumer is living in a house adjacant to a street 
containing a gas main, he costs the company nothing until he becomes 
a consumer. As soon, however, as he elects to use gas the company 
is put to an additional expense ,regardless of whether the consumes 
uses any gas. A meter is installed. It is read every month, the bills 
are made out, collections are made, the meter and service pipe are kept 
in repai', in addition to the interest and depreciation of these items. 
There are also some gratuitous services and inspections for which' no' 
charges are made. White we have not computed the exact costs Of 
this personal service in this case, the items are well known generally, 
and have been estimated by the company at 50c per meter,. [This i$ 
not excessive. 
3 


"The minimum charge is more general and perhaps better under- 


stood at the present time. It is more discriminatory, since each CuSf- 
tr-mer may use gas to the value of 50 cents, and may be charged only 
that amount in the monthly bill, whereas he has not only used 50 cents 
worth of gas, but he has incurred customer costs, which we might cal! 
personal costs, to the amount of another 5o cents. Jhis is unfair to 
other consumers who must make up the other costs. 


"Objections to the service charge are usually based on a misunder- 


standing as to the purpose thereof. Consumers will argue that no 
other line of business attempts to maintain such a charge. In other 
lines of business this charge is not practical and is not applied for that 
reason. The fundamental fact is that in other lines a merchant can 
refuse to deal with an unprofitable customer or make up thfi 10SS 
from other sales. Public Utilities, however, must treat all alike, They 
must furnish service to all persons who will comply with reasonable 
rules, and in order that some consumers may not be burdened with 
the costs incurred by the more profitable these unprofitable consumers 
should at least pay the expenses actually incurred by serving them. 
The service charge approaches this much more nearly than the mini- 
mum charge,

A LREADY tliere is evidence that the majority of the shippers 


along- the New York Central Lines realize the extent to which

By loading cars to full capacity, and by being prompt m loading 


and unloading them, every shipper can aid materially. Two tons 
added to the average car load and a daily saving of one hour per car 
in loading and unloading would be equivalent to adding 300,000 cars 
to the country's available supply. Every shipper can thus contribute 
toward this substantial result. 


The New York Central Lines meanwhile are putting all their 


strength behind their part of the problem. Every available means is 
being employed to speed up movement. 


Under war pressure, only temporary repairs could be given to 


cars and locomotives. Consequently a greater number than ever 
before are forced now into the repair shops. Furthermore, the new 
equipment purchased during the war was wholly inadequate and 
left all the roads far behind the normal growth of the country.

to future requirements, assumed financial burdens in the past, that 
they are now able to move so large a. volume of traffic, as evidenced 
by the increase of 17% in passenger traffic and 11//0 in loaded freight 
cars handled during the first six months of 1920 over the correspond- 
ing months of last year.

Immediately following the termination of Federal control, the 


New York Central Lines placed orders for 196 locomotives, 265 
passenger cars and 9744 freight cars, at a total cost of $49,543,035. 
In addition, the rebuilding of 1000 coal cars at a cost of $2,283,300 
is under way. 
This additional equipment will be available for 


service this fall. 


Even the sum s>f over $180,500,000, expended by the New York 


Central Lines for new equipment since 1914, large as it is, represents 
only a fraction of the financing required to enable the railroads to
